judiciary committee,

A petition from the council of the
Lutheran chareh, I. C. Nickelsen chair-
man, asked the city councii to postpone
the apction eale of certaln lote desired
by the chnreh until epring, as the
council have decided they will not build
& church until then. No action re-
quired.

Councilman Jobine of the committee
on streete and puoblic property, made a
verbal report in the matter of lighting
the streets, The committee had seen
the president of the electric light com-
pany who stated it was impossible for
the company to furnish incandescent
lights, owing to the extreme demands
now made upon the plaat for lights now
in use. They would furnish arc lights,
upon condition that the eity would make
a contract for three to five vears time, at
the ¢ld rates of $12 per light,and to take
twenty lighte. The matter was passed
at this time withoot comment, but came
up later, The mayvor thought some
uction should be taken before next meet-
ing, as the days were getting short and
lights of some sort were badly needed.
